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When Baltimore got the news by Pony Express _ 


Six-day-old news wouldn’t raise an eyebrow 
today—but it was a sensation in 1846. The 
U.S. was at war with Mexico. News from the 
battlefront was far too slow for A. S. Abell, 
founder of the Baltimore Sun. 

Rounding up 60 blooded horses, he organized 
an overland relay express from New Orleans 
to Baltimore that rushed the latest dispatches 
through wilderness and farmland in the un- 
heard of time of six days! 

On April 10, 1847, the pony express brought 
the electrifying news that Vera Cruz had 
capitulated. The Sun immediately dispatched 


this news to President Polk—well in advance 
of the official couriers of the War Department,
